Definition: 

This is failure of kidneys to eliminate into urine the 
toxic compounds that normally exist in blood (waste 
metabolic products). 


Types: 


1. Acute renal failure 
2. Chronic renal failure

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Acute Cystitis 


Predisposing factorsrcause epithelial lining of urinary bladder is resistant to 
infection 


1- Low immunity as in diabetes Bladder 


2-Stasis of urine: due to 
Q Urethral or bladder neck obstruction 
UFunctional abnormalities as spinal cord Prostate 
injuries 


3-Trauma to urinary bladder : Catheter, Urethra 
cystoscopy

4-Inflammaion of nearby organs as
